The idea of obtaining 
speclar rates for students in this man- 
ner originated in Germany, and. has 
been adopted at several colleges In the 
United States. The price at these 
colleges, however, Is three dollars for 
only ten concessions, whereas at Mc- 
Gill' twenty concessions are available 
for one dollar. 

Last year, a simitar organization was 
formed, which offeired competition to 
the student - society; but ' members of 
the University shoiild take note of the 
fact that the Student Cooperative So- 
ciety Reg'd, is. the only one which is 
run enthrely by and for the students of 
McGill. Membership cards are now 
available at Poole's Book Store, from 
the representatives of tiie Society on 
the campus, or dh-ect from Mitchell 
Wilder, who is in charge of the sales.

It wa.': pointed out by President Hal- 
penny that the question of abolishing 
thfi Annual Meeting had been raised 
last year and the matter considered 
by the Corporation of ' McGill. The 
Corporation recommended that tiie 
Annual Meeting be held as usual; how- 
ever.

There, was little discussion before 
the amendment to the Constitution 
was moved by Arthur Marshall en 
abllng the Executive Council of the 
Society to carry on without the Annual 
Meeting, It was pointed out that the 
meeting was abolished because It has 
always been hard to get a large enough 
turnout to make a quorum, and that

The, European 
Caravan Passes 

/\N PIRST glance it might, seem out ot iilace to 

comment on a book which , wm issued over a 
ye*r a|0. But as the boolc is' or more than tem- 
porary importance and as it did not attract much 
notice here before, no apologies arc necessary for 
doing: it at the present time. I refer to the antho- 
logy of th« worlc of the post-war writers of France, 
Spain and England which forms the first volume 
of the "European Caravan" edited by Samuel Put- 
nam and attoelates, and published by Brewer and 
Putnam of New York. The editor prefaces the 
book with a rather long and somewhat tedioiis 
exposition of the rises and falls of the -various 
literary -schools and coteries. He eaUs^ it "The 
After War' Spirit In Literature" and thereby layj 
the blame or praise at the feet of Mars. 

I do not think it either usefiil or possible to 
classify, subcla^ify and draw up genealogical tables 
for literary methods. It is.-not at aU important 
to know the exact degréè oKrelationship that exists 
between Eupcr-realism and Imaglsm. or whetlier 
dada Is the father of them nil. It is worth whUe, 
liowover, to consider, the reasons if any, for the 
emergence of all the experimental literary groups, 
the actual worth of these cxppriments to literature. 
andj|iUi|^^lb!c future repercussions.: 

^•imBSDicidly; the post-war reaction plays a 
co.nmanding part in the shaping of the creative 
mind of the 'twenties. The 80Ul-b«ring revelations 
of that international Walpurglsnaeht of murder 
an^. robber}', the. post-war derangement of the 
moral and economic patterns of society were the 
more cogent cause of that strange "humour" which 
went variously under the names of Dadaism Su- 
pranaturism, Surrealism, etc. etc.. All these were 
in large part, only psychological escape mechan^^ 

Yet the war is not of such climacteric inipw^ 
ance in the modem literary trend as is variotùly 
supposed. The advance in the pyscholo3ical and so'- 
clological sciences exemplified by Frèud's mt«lc 
wand for the uncovering of motives; Jung's flair 
for atavism; Levy-Brubl's disquisitions upon the 
minds of primitive mâajy^j^^h hiid their share — 
and a very lmporîanï*lM&eW^ In the transmuta- 
tions undergone by form in. literature. 
m-.'' '^^^y •nOther factor Is ; the revolt agqlnst the 
deadening of language by . constant :repetltion and 
association; and the realization by men like Joyce 
how pale and Inadequate the word became when 
committed to paper in contrast with the vividness 
and force of the Idea struggling for expression in 
the mind of the creative artist. And so the word- 
oompotinding and slicing went ott; ridiculous whèn 
practiced by expatriates from Wyoming of this or 
thftt quarter, but reygtUng^andJ^^tfwtt^ 
portanee An' tW hMn<U..ot^^^ 
artist. ' ' [ 

We should also consider the inlluence of the 
revolution in method undergone by, the plastic arts 
and by music, upon, modern literature. The ab- 
stracUim and pure form moyemehts in painting 
and iiçulpturé brougKt';forth slmUar a^empta a^.th^ 
paririg-down-to^^entials, in' the art of the word. '• 

It is possible to pursue farther and analyze 
much more the. various modes, of the creative liter- 
ary art of the present, but without much profit 
in any direction. Mr. Putnam's instructive and 
well-selected anthology confirms what 'may bo 
gathered from other reading, that the post-war 
literature is, not solely the result of the dlsUluslon- 
nient of a ^e^^^pn but is the outcome of a 
numbpr of différent factors, and that It may, In 
thp words of Mr. Putnam, "be the fermentation 
and germination peHod for the decades to come",
